Unity teaches that it is the right of everyone to 
be prosperous, to have all that he needs to make 
his life comfortable, secure, and happy. We be- 
lieve in blessing our money and praying for pros- 
perity. 

Many people are puzzled by the idea of bless- 
ing money. “What good does it do,” they ask, 
“to bless money, an inanimate object?’ Money 
in itself is unaffected by a word of blessing; that is, 
a dime remains a dime, a dollar remains a dollar, 
but we who bless our money are affected. 

More than we realize our life is the outpicturing 
of our consciousness. Even in as mundane a mat- 
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ter as the handling of money if our thought as we 
spend it or give it is centered on faith in God we 
are made richer in our thought and, it follows, 
richer in our affairs. 

Money is symbolic of supply, which comes from 
God, and like the manna in the wilderness, there 
is always enough for our needs from day to day 
if we but trust in God. 

“In God we trust.” It is good to think of this 
when we think of money. Money in itself would 
be worthless without the. trust that accompanies 
it. It is an evidence of trust on our part when we 
accept a piece of paper as something of value, 
trust in the solvency of the United States. And 
back of this system of trust on which the monetary 
system rests is the basic trust, man’s trust in God. 

Through the years people have written to Silent 
Unity asking help with their problems of personal 
finance. It is a universal problem, this need of sup- 
ply. Everyone needs the wherewithal for food and 
clothing and shelter. We know, from seeing it 
proved time and time again, that wherever a per- 
son places his faith in God and opens his mind 
to the idea of prosperity he finds his affairs blessed. 

When people write to us about problems of 
supply they often have no idea how help can 
come, but in their desperation they cry out. Un- 
employment, unpaid bills, a hungry family are 
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serious matters indeed. 
. Our first assurance is always that God is a 
present help, that there is no need that cannot be 
met through our trusting in Him. Then we try to 
help the one in need of money, of work, to see 
what his part is in finding help. 

Often people take a very vague stand concern- 
ing their finances. They are willing to trust in God 
for supply, but they expect the supply to come as 
a windfall. The most popular tales about pros- 
perity are the ones in which riches fall into a per- 
son’s lap without his doing anything about it. 

But true prosperity is related to the man, it has 
to do with his consciousness, with the way he 
thinks, with the way he handles his affairs. Many 
people who are continually in arrears with their 
bills, who never seem to have money for the things 
they need, are more in need of simple arithmetic 
than they are of more money. It is true that God's 
supply is unlimited, but as in anything else in life 
we have to begin where we are, so in this matter 
of money, we have to begin with what we have. 
Our supply will not be increased by a careless 
attitude toward money; God will not step in and 
pay our rent if we have spent the money for some- 
thing else. 

The beginning of prosperity is good judgment, 
common sense, and the ability to add two and two. 
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We are not limiting our supply when we set our 
affairs in order, when we put first things first, 
when we use what is at hand wisely and well. 
A sense of order and balance is the basis of pros- 
perity, and certainly our peace of mind is greater 
when we have a feeling of being in control of our 
affairs, when we know that we can handle the 
daily needs for money that arise. 

Whether he is aware of it or not everyone has 
faith in God, faith in good. Trust in God is en- 
graved on his heart as surely as the words “In God 
we trust” are engraved on the coin of the land. 


If you have a prosperity need of any kind—un- 
paid bills, unemployment, dwindling income, no 
place to live—turn to God now in quietness and 
confidence. Say, ‘In God we trust.” Take the 
thought “I place myself and all my affairs lovingly 
in the hands of the Father.” This will give you a 
sense of peace and poise. Then affirm often: “I am 
one with my good. My supply comes to me from 
God, instantly and abundantly.” As you use the 
money you have at hand affirm: “I express the 
positive power of the Christ mind in wisdom, 
love, and good judgment in handling my money.” 

“In God we trust.” God is in the very midst 
of us as intelligence, as wisdom, as divine power 
and ability. His Spirit, expressing itself through 
us, blesses us in all the affairs of our life.

OST PEOPLE are romantic, sentimental, 
VI and idealistic. This part of human na- 
ture did not disappear with the roman- 
tic age of literature, and we still like best the 
stories and motion pictures that culminate in 
marriage. We like to believe that marriage is a 
magic door and that those who enter it live hap- 
pily ever after. Emerson said that “life is a prog- 
ress, not a station,” and sooner or later we come 
to this conclusion about marriage. We see that its 
total happiness depends upon the total develop- 
ment of the individuals that enter it. That this is 
true is not so regrettable a fact as we think it is 
at times. 

To possess an Eden without the capacity to 
evaluate and enjoy it would be a prodigal and use- 
less possession. 

Perhaps if all the disappointments of marriage 
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could be summed up in one phrase it would be 
“unfulfilled expectations.” We hope for so much 
and plan on so much that against the background 
of these desires even little unfulfillments take on 
exaggerated proportions. 

One woman wrote: “With all my heart I want 
a marriage that is companionship and tenderness 
and fulfillment. With my whole heart I want to 
enjoy with my husband the togetherness of mar- 
riage; I want to be able to sit down and plan with 
him and share my thoughts and ideas with him, 
and think together and dream together with him 
—and never once in our sixteen months of mar- 
riage has it ever been so.” 

This situation is not strange really, for peo- 
ple have been so variously reared that for two 
people to be equally expressive of their dreams 
and inner feelings would be rare indeed. But a 
person does not need to wait in loneliness and 
frustration for the companionship or other ful- 
fillment that he longs for. Life does not need to 
be suspended until the time is reached. In their 
attempts to attain the things that they have wanted 
human beings have developed some of their very 
best traits, talents, and characteristics. 

The free exchange of words and ideas and feel- 
ings that the woman I quoted would like to ex- 
perience can indeed provide a profitable method 
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of making her marriage a happy one. Out of such 
communion would emerge much mingling of 
ideas, trading of viewpoints, tolerance of one an- 
other’s ideas, understanding, and patience. But in 
most cases a path for these must first be cleared 
through the reservations and restraints that we 
have acccumulated through our growing-up years. 
Even to our most beloved only a very few of us 
can reveal our inmost thoughts and feelings. We 
should like to, but it is an attainment that usually 
begins with discussion of such things as arise in 
a day of routine happenings at work or at home, 
of the people with whom we have associated, of 
the food that is shared. But as these ordinary sub- 
jects are welcomed and made use of the channels 
of conversation are kept open. Then as the more 
reluctant thoughts gain courage to come forth a 
path is ready for them. A tongue-tied heart would 
find it hard indeed to send forth a self-conscious 
little speech of praise or love or yearning if it 
had to break the path over which to send it. One 
woman believed for years that her husband con- 
sidered potatoes an essential part of every meal. 
Then to a grown daughter he inadvertently said 
that Mamma seemed to feel that potatoes are a 
necessity, but he had never cared for them him- 
self. 


If we learn to discuss freely and harmoniously 
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our feelings and ideas about such commonplace 
things as potatoes, even they will gradually widen 
the path between two souls so that a deeper, 
broader exchange of thoughts can flow. 


However as this achievement is being made 
another should be in progress also, that of keep- 
ing in contact with the God of our being and 
with His many channels of wisdom in this world 
of ours. No one learns all that he needs for hap- 
piness in his marriage by giving his whole atten- 
tion to the marriage. We come to know much 
about ourselves from others and from learning of 
others. As long as our world was considered to be 
the only one in the universe we held the erroneous 
conception that it was flat. When by the help of 
a telescope we were able to look away from it and 
observe that there are a multitude of other worlds, 
spherical in nature, revolving around a central 
sun, we formulated a more proper idea about it. 
The person who has a variety of interests, duties, 
and activities that give him a broader perspective 
of life and God and humanity than his own little 
world can afford him has a better understanding 
of his own life and therefore a better knowledge 
of how to live it. 

It is good if he embraces a religion that inspires 
in him a deep and abiding faith in the integral 
goodness of mankind, that teaches him that God 
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is love, that God has given him a spirit that is en- 
tirely capable of meeting life’s every challenge. 
He has much to give and radiate to his marriage 
from that source. It is good if he has friendships 
that contribute to self-confidence, a sense of hu- 
mor, the ability to co-operate. He has much to 
take to his marriage from that source. It is good 
if he reads and studies those things which express 
man’s highest and best understanding of himself 
and there are many of them these days. He receives 
from that source many things that are helpful to 
him and his marriage. “In my Father’s house are 
many mansions,” and as room by room we enter 
them we gain much to take with us into our per- 
sonal life. There is beauty for the eye, exquisite 
sounds for the ear, mysteries and facts and truths 
to gratify the mind and intellect; there is love 
to warm the heart and expand the soul. 

Emerson said something to the effect that an 
institution is the lengthened shadow of a man. 
Marriage differs from other institutions only in 
that it is the lengthened shadow of a man and a 
woman. If their hearts are kept open and ex- 
panding, their minds kept growing, and their 
spirits kept alive in their search after the truths 











that make for happy people and happy living, 
there is no chance of their marriage being any- 
thing but a very happy one.
